4\jrerican  apT^les  made  tetter  prices  generally  on  the  Liverpool  auction 
Wednesday,  March  11,  than  last  week,  according  to  a  ca.hle  from  Ered  A.  Motz, 
Eruit  Specialist  in' Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  ox  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture.   An  exception  was  Virginia  Alhemarle.  PiT)pins  which  were  somewhat  lower. 
This  was - prohahly  due  to  the  variable  condition  of  some  lots  of  this ^variety . 
Supplies  of  "barreled,  hasketed  and  hoxed  apples  were  moderate.     Inquiry  is^  im- 
T^roving  for  all  apples  hut  is  particularly  active  for  high  grade  fruit.  The 
condition  of  the  "barreled  sorts  was  only  fair,.  Most  of  the  Virginia  apples 
are  arriving  firm  and  in  good  condition,  hut  ^m-any  lots  from  New  York  and  the 
New  England  states  are  landing  6verripe  and  with  a, slight  ar.'iount  of  decay. 
Practically  all  of  these  varieties  continue  to  show  a  large  am.ount  of  scald. 
The  strong  dem^and  is  holding  up  the  prices  of  the  lower  grades  of  apples. 
Boxed  apple  offerings  have  generally  heen  in  good  condition  hut  a  few  large 
si^ed,  Pacific  Northwest  Winesaps  have  exbihited  weak  condition  and  some  decay. 
Sdmc  lots  were  poorly  sized  which  resulted  in  slack  packs.    Basket  stock  m.ot  a 
good  demand.    uVs'.  ITo .  1,  2"^  inch  Virginia  Yorks.  sold  at  aromid  $2.68  and  the^ 
comhination  U.  S.  ITo.  1,  and  Coram.ercia.l ,  21  inch  at  ahout  $2.43  and  Utility,  22 
inch  around  $2.43.    Virginia  Staymans,  U.  S.  TSo .  1,  2t  inch  sold  at  $2.19  to 
$2.43,  Utility,  2  inch  around  $2.31  and  Unclassified,  2t  inch  at  ahout  $2.49. 
ITew  Jersey  Delicious,  Utility,  2v-  inch  sold  at  ahout  $2.?5  per  hasket . 

At  London  harreled  supplies  were  light  and  prices  higher.  Alhemarlc 
Pippins  made  hetter  prices  than  at  Liverpool.    Dem.and  was  good  for_^the  light 
supplies  of  ha.sketed  apples,  Pennsylvania  Staymans,  U.  S.  TiO.  1,  2x  inch  sold 
at*$2.19  to  S2.31  ajid  Utility,  2^  inch  at  $2.13  to  $2.19  per  hasket.    Boxed  ap- 
ple supplies  were  moderate  and  met  with  a  stronger  inquiry  than  last  week. 
Prices  were  slightly  helow  those  ruling       Liverpool.     Som.o  Pennsylvania  hoxed 
apples  were  offered  at  the  auction;  these  made  .the  following  prices:  Starks, 
Fancy  150/l75  ahout  $2.13  and  Fancy  188/smaller  $1.95  to  $2.19;  Winesaps,  Fancy 
188/sm.aller  $2.55  to  $2.62;  and  Yorks,  F;incy  150/l75  $2.55  to  $2.68  per  hox. 

Supplies  of  pears  at  hoth  Liverpool  end  London  were  lihoral.  Inquiry 
wa.s  slower  than  last  week  and  prices  lower.    The  condition  of  the  frait  was 
generally  good.    Hew  crop  pears  from  Argentina  and  Australia  are  heginning  to 
arrive  in  the  United  Kingdom.    The  quality  a-nd  condition  of  these  arrivals  are 
good.    Argentina  Bartletts  size  135  are  selling  at  ahout  $3.41  and  those  from 
Australia,  2^  inch  sir.e  around  $2.45  and  the  25.  inch,  ahout _  $2.70  per  hox.  The 
outlook  for  United  States  pears  is  not/f avorahle  as,  for  apples  for  the  halance 
of  the  season. 

Total  shipments,  of  apples  to  Europe  from  the  United  States  this  season 
exceed  all  previous  records  for  the  sam.e  period.    The  apple  oiitlook  continues 
f avorahle,  according  to  Mr.  Motz.    The  weather  at  the  present  tim.e,  however, 
is  cold  and  disagreeahle ,  a  condition  unf avorahle  for  fruit  consum.ption.
